TWO AIR RAIDS 
ON NANKING 


MASSED ATTACKS BY 
’ JAPANESE PLANES 


Nanklng, Sept. 19, 
broad = daylight to-day 
huge squadrons of Japanese 
planes flew over Nanking at 
8.30 a.m. and 4 p.m, to-day and 
dropped several bombs before 
they were driven off in terrific 
battles In the ale with Chinese 
planes. The Chinese cialm to

The capital witnessed the 
first serial dogefight after the ap- 
pearance of more than 10 Japanese 
aeroplanes over the city at 8.30 a.m.. 
—the first air raid in four weeks, 
The fact that the Japanese came 
in bright sunlight and dropped only 
n few bombs suggests that their 
object was to take photographs of 
the railway and for familarisation 
with the ground for future night 
attacks, 
The citizens were amazed by the

; penetration of enemy planes over the 


elty during broad daylight. They 
spent an exciting hour watching and 
UstenIng to the battle. : 

The venturesome Chinese populace 
was thrilled by the grim spectacte of 
acroplanes zooming up| and down, 
some bursting into flames nnd the 
pilots jumping off from the burning 
machines by parachute, 

The planes heavily bombed the 
Central brondcasting station and city 
waterworks, but no damage was done. 

The raiders also attempted to bomb 
the uerodrome and arsenal, but the 
only damage done was to a garage. 

The “all clear” signal was given at 
10.15 a.m. 

The raid marked the — culmina- 
tlon of the biggest air battle in the 
Sino-Japanese conflict, being the 
first Japanese attempt to send many 
planes to challenge the Chinese air 
force in a decisive battle. . 

Forty-six Japanese — acroplancs, 
chieily pursult planes, were sighted 
at Chinkiang at 8 am. by 17 Chinese 
neroplanes, whieh engaged the 
Japanese ‘temporarily — pending «the 
arrival of reinforcements, , 

Ton Japanese acroplanes, taking 
ndvantage of their superior numbers, 
penetrated all the way to Nanking. 
. As far. as .can..be ascertained no 
serious damage was donc to the 
military objectives of the — raiders, 
althourh tt is feared that some 
clvilians in the outlying districts may 
have lost their lives as a result of 
misdirected bombs. 

An amazing claim was made by a 
Japanese spokesman in Shanghat 
when ‘he announced that the 26 
Chinese planes which cngoaged the 
Japanese machines were all brought 
down, constituting one of the greatest 
fonts in acriaf history. Three Japan- 
ese planes failed to return, The 
Japanese Intended to wipe out the 
Chinese air force, he declared. 

A Chinese communique says 
only 15 Chinese planes took in the 
combat. Two machines were shot 
‘down, two Chinese airmen being 
kUled and flve injured. 

Reuter. understands that oMcial 
foreign reports recelved in Shanghat 
describe the Japaneso gir raid as 
ineffective.

ond protect ourselves amidst an 
outside world ridden by force and 
war.” . 

Complete {solation, Mr. Hull con- 
tinued, {gs impossible {in ao modern 
world, and if the rule of law dis- 
oppeared in the world the United 
States’ security would be seriously 
jeopardised, he sald. 


“FALSE CONCEPTION” 


Mr. Hull condemned “the = false 
conception” that ultimate peace was 
possible after aggression and con- 
quest. A nation embarking on war, 
he declared, with the thought that 
lasting peace lay in the complete 
overcoming of Its enemies would find 
the future still held cnemics. 

The statesman insisted that any 
nation which showed no concern for 
the safety or activity of its nationals 
abrond would soon expose itself to 
flouting of even its clementary rights. 

Economle betterment offered the 
best hope of peace, for a prosperous 
people could not caslly be Inclted 
strife, he contended, whereas nations 
in want and misery came to hold 
life cheaply and were more ready. 
to gamble en the use of foree.— 
Reuter,

David Croll, Minister of La- 
bour in the Hepburn Administra- 
tion, resigned. So did Attorney- 
Generel Arthur - Roebuck, and 
four less important officials, 


Ilappy unearthed new and 
sinister threats to Canadian life. 
He proposed to raise a militia to 
deal with them, though. the 
police should have been able to 
handle 4,000 strikers. He also 
appealed to Earl Rowe, the lead- 
er of the Conservative Opposi- 
tion, to rally round the Govern- 
ment in repelling the “Red tide.” 


Earl Rowe refused. He rather 
approved of the men’s claims, 
and did not at all approve of 
Happy Hepburn cither jn the 
role of Destroyer or Saviour of 
Society. : 

After sixteen days’ deadlock 
the strike -ended, with shorter 
hours, higher wages and the re- 
cognition of the local union 
(which is affiliated to the C.1.0.). 


CXNICS said that Hep- 
burn was not fighting 
the automobile workers., any- 
way. If you raise the wages of 
motor-car makers the easy way 
to recoup is to raise the price of 
your particular motor-cars. 


But Ontario is more concerned 
with mining gold than making 
motor-cars—and you can’t raise 
the price of your particular 
vold. So it was said that Hep- 
burn was really fighting a pre- 
yentive war to keep John L. 
Lewis out of the gold mine area, 


To-day the most prominent 

supporter of Happy Hepburn in 
Ontario is George McCullagh, 
owner of the Toronto Globe and 
Mail, with large mining interests.

LABOUR'S . PENSIONS 
SCHEME 


Considerable — attention. has 
Deen attracted. to the British 
Labour Party's plans for better 
pension conditions for the aged 
and for widows. The scheme, 
which has been overwhelmingly 
approved by the Trades Union 
Congress, is that £1 a week for 
a single person, and 35s. a week 
for a married couple, shall be 
the full rates of pension for per- 
sons of 65 and over qualified for 
pension under the Acts. The 
pension is to be conditional upon 
the recipient retiring from gain- 
ful occupation or employment, 
excepting such subsidiary em- 
ployment 2s is permitted under 
the Unemployment Insurance 
Acts. It is proposed that un- 
employed persons aged 60 to 6d 
who come under the Unemploy- 
ment: Assistance Board shall re- 
eeive the pension if they are 
certified by the Board as unlikely 
to regain normal employment for 
economic reasons. The pension 
for husband and wife is to be 
given as soon as the husband 
feaches the prescribed age, pro- 
vided that the wife is aged 55 
or-over. Widows who at pre- 
sent lose their pension when all 
their children have passed from 
school are to continue to receive 
the pension. Allowanees — to 
widows' children and to orphans 
wre to be increased to 10s, a 
week for an orphan; 7s. 6d. a 
week for a widow's first child; 
and 5s. a week for each other 
child. It is caleulated that there 
are now about 534, million people 
aged 60 and over in the present 
population of. some 45,000,000; 
and by 1965 it is calculated the 
number of persons aged 60 and 
over will have increased to more 
than 8,000,000 although the total 
population will probably. have 
fallen to something like 43,000,- 
000. These calculations, of 
course, affect. the estimates of 
Labour's 
pensions plan. The gross Cost 
of providing pensions at 60, on 
the present basis of population, 
ix estimated to be £237,000,000; 
rising to £305,000,000 by 1936, 
But the total cost of the whole 
scheme of improvements in 
State Pensions proposed — in 
Labour's plan is. estimated at 
about £85,000,000 annually over 
the next ten years. ‘In return 
for a scheme assuring to almost 
everyone earning less than £400 
a year security for themselves in 
old age, or for their dependants 
in case of bereavement, it is not 
regarded as unreasonable to sug- 
gest an inereased weekly con- 
tribution up to 1s. from the in- 
sured males and up to 9d. a week 
from inaured female - persona.

The epic story of a three days’ defence of the walled town of 
Kuan by a single Chinese regiment was unfolded to a Reuter 
representative when he visited the battlefield behind the J apanese lines. 


Although the tide of battle swept onwards as the 
Chinese troops fell back from.the banks .of the Hun River, 
this particular regiment refused to quit its post until the 
defences had been reduced to ruins by the very intensive’ 


Japanese bombardment. 


Reuter’s correspondent saw the arms and legs of more

Although cholera was primarily ‘the 
cause of death of Tsang Kam, 50, a 
prisoner at Stanley Prison untll 
August 12, th edisease had been 
almost cleared up, Dr. G, I Shaw, 
M.O. of Prisons, told a Coroner's jury 
-fto-day. The man’s. general health 
was too bad to withstand the shock 


France had exhausted thelr patience

He had not been in 
tculated against ‘cholera, Dr. Shaw 
added, but jn any event Inoculation: 
was by no means infallible. 

This was the third inquiry Into the 
death of a prisoner who had apparent- 
} succumbed to cholera and was held 
ot the Central Magistracy this morn- 
ing. Mr, W. Schofield sat as Coroner, 
with a jury comprising. Messrs. J. K. 
Ross foreman A R. H. Butcher | 
and D, A. Webb, | 

Chief Warder H. Barrett sald Tsang 
was sentenced to three months’ hard 
labour on July 29, and ordered to pay 
compensation of $40 or serve another 
month. On a second charge, Tsang 
Was fined $50 or a month, the gaol 
terms to run consecutively. On 
August 19, deceased wos transferred 
to Stanley’ Prison, and on September 

12, he was taken to the Government 
Civil Hospital, where he died at 11.45 
a.m. on September 18. 

Dr. Shaw, medical officer-In-charge 
of prisons, said he first examined 
deceased on August 30. He was then 
in a poor condition, suffering from 
chronic tuberculosis and chronic 
oplum polsoning, .and -weighed only. 
85 Ibs. Deceased wos found to be 
suffering from suspected cholera’ on 
September 12, and was taken to the 
Government ‘Civil Ho. ital, where the 
disease. was ‘diagnosed, 

A_ post mortem carried “out after 
death on Septaiver 18 revealed the 
cause to be due primartry to cholera, 
and secondarily, myocarditis and 
chronic tuberculosis. It was interest- 
Ing to note, added Dr. Shaw, that 
although the primary cause of “death 
wor cholera, it had been practically 
cleared up. Decensed'’s poor health, 
combined with the strain of cholera, 
had been too much for him, Deceased 
had not been (noculated against 
cholerd, but Inoculation was by~ no 
‘means Infallible, he satd.

A most Important trial has opened 
dn Tigls, the capital of Stalin's 
native Georgia, where tl important 
provincial party officials, described 
ve “Right-Winners,” are being tried. 

They ore charged not only: with 
“smashing the collective farms and 
thereby spreading discontent among 
the tollers' but actually with “or- 
gaonising an armed revolt, raising 
rebel detachments, and using terror 
against the leaders of the party and 


“-the Government.” 


They wero working, it is alleged, 
under the direct instigation of ‘Pre- 
sident Mgaloblisvill and — Vicce- 
President Agninshvili, of the Council 
of People’s Commissanrs of the 
Georgian Soviet Republic, who were 
dismissed In June. 

Seven important party officials 
controlling the collective farms in 
the Ostroff region near the Latvian 
Yronticr, have Just been sentenced to 
be shot. A lorge audience of pea- 
sonts cheered this verdict against 
oflcinis charged with exploiting 
them. :

The customary mass resolutions 
demanding “death for curs’ appear 
in the Leningrad Press, The seven 
doomed persons include President 
Tarasuk, of the Ostrof Regional 
Executive Committee, and a woman, 
named Mikailova, who was the 
director ‘of the mechaniecn] traction 
station. 

A peculiar feature common to this 
new series of trials now beginning 
jg that they are directed — against 
“Bukharin, Right-Wingers" In  agri- 
culture and not “Trotskysists” in 
industry. 

Bukharin, who was once President 
of the Communist International, and 
subsequently became editor first of 
Pravda, the organ of the Commu- 
nist Party, and then of I[zvestia, 
the oMfctal orjtun of the Government, 
is now awalting trial with Rykoff, a 
former Soviet Premier, on charges 
of promoting wreckage.

Binbrook, a tiny Lincs village near 
Market Rasen, which, 40 years ago, 
sent an adopted son to London with 
three sulneas, has been entertaining 
him though he has £750,000 In his 
pocket and he does not forget. 


Ninetcen-years-old Harutune Mich- 
aclyan, an Armenian refugee, escaped 
the Turks in Constantinople during 
the massacres of the ‘nineties, and 
arrived nat Binbrook, where the 
villagers took him tn and made him 
one of their own. 


He was apprenticed to shoc-muking, 
and worked hard, but he was not 
happy, and the villagers, having faith 
in him, collected £23 3s, fn silver and 
coppers and sent him to London to 
muke his fortune. 


Talking a room in Islington, young 
Michaclyan began to peddle Armenian 
embroidery, first In London and then 
round the coastal resorts, He did 
fairly well and decided to go to 
America, 


There were setbacks and disillusion- 
ment there, but eventually Binbrook’s 
protege became a dollar millionaire 
and amassed a fortune of £750,000. 


Now he has revisited the village 
which started his rise ‘to wealth, 


From one of the biggest London 
hotels he went to stay with the village 
shoemaker, Mr, Briggs, who worked 
ut the next lost to him as an uppren~ 
thee forty years ogo. 


“YT shall never forget the kindness 
shown to me by the village people of 
Binbrook when I was a penniless 
boy."

On his 60th birthday, the victim, it 
ig alleged, was told by the priests that 
he had reached the allotted span of 
mortal life and that they despaired of 
his fulure days. 


The priests quoted from the holy 
writings to show that a certain rell- 
gious rite, which they calculated 
would cost its performer 500 rupces 
(£36), would give him the long lease 
of carihly life*desired. 

On tho oppolnted day at sunrise, the 
purification ceremony began. Scated 
on..a. raised platform before the 
Havang (sacrificial fire) as a prelude 
to the ritual to follow, the roan was 
given a cold water bath and then, 
amidst humming -and chanting of 
religious verses, ‘started the actual 
ceremony of pouring on his head 


“holy" water In'aon unbroken stream) 


from brass vessels. 

This “splashing” process continucd 
till sunset, the ‘man shivering from 
cold and gasping for breath. .The 
priests then dilapersed, after recelving 
thelr, dues In cash and. kind. 

The man who was promised long 

life contracted a cold the same night 
which developed Into.pneumonia. , He 
succumbed to It a few days later. 
: ‘The priests, who were charged by 
the widow with causing her husband's 
death, wore fined 590 rupees each or 
six motths’ Imprisonment.

and protect ourselves amidst on 
outside world ridden by force and 
war." 

Complete Isolation, Mr. Hull con- 
tinued, Is impossible tn’ a modo 
world, and if the rule of law dis- 
appeared in the world the United 
States’ security would be serjously 
Jcopurdised, he sald. 

“FALSE CONCEPTION” 

Mr, Hull condemned “tho false 
conception” that ultimate peace was 
possible nfter aggression and con- 
quest. A nation embarking on war, 
he declared, with the thought that 
lasting peace Iay In the complete 
overcoming of its enemies would find 
the future still held enemles. 

The statesman insisted that any 
nation which showed no concern for 
the safety or actlvity of its nationals 
abroad would soon expose Itself to 
flouting of even its elementary rights. 

Economic betterment offered the 
best hope of peace, for a prosperous 
people could not casily be incited 
sttife, he contended, whereas nations 
In want and miscry came to hold 
Mfe cheaply and were more ready 
to gamble on the use of: force.

10 Mosquitoes 
Arrive By 
Plane 


Tests On Yellow 
Fever Species. 


CAN the mosquito which car- 

ries yellow: fever, dread dis- 
ease of Africa, survive aboard 
modern air liners which ply be 
tween the continents? 


A solution to this problem is 
being sought by the health 
services of Indix and Malaya, 
who are at present conducting a 
series of experiments, 


Last month, Dr. 5S, L, Oehlers, 
Singapore Health. OMcer, went. to 
the Afrport to meet 10 mosquitoes 
which arrived on the K:L.M. plane 
from Karachi, 

The mosquitoes arrived as freight 
in a small gauze cage and were sub- 
jects in the second of the series of 
experiments. 

THREE DEAD ON ARRIVAL 
.The results of the tests will 
determine the measure to be taken 
to prevent the carrying of mos- 
quitoes from yellow fever: districts 
by commercial aircraft. 

The first coge of ten arrived in 
the Imperial planes from Karachi 
one recent night. They were of the 
anopheles species, only too well- 
known to Moalayans as = malaria 
carriers, Of ten insects, three were 
dead on arrival, 

the ten mosquitoes in the 
cage were alive ond well on 
arrival. Ratsins nnd damp cotton 
gauze were in the cage for food and 
water, These insects were culex, 
whith are not disease carriers, 
so that the data connected with their 
journey will not be of tremendous 
importance,

ON SECOND CHARGE 


Mr. R. M: King, prosccuting, re- 
calicd that the crew were summoned 
for combining to disobey the lawful 
commands of thelr master, Albert 
Edward Ford, on or about September 
9, and combining to impede the pro- 
gress of the ship's voyage. He stated 
that where a summons contained two 
charges, nt the close of the prosecu- 
lion’s case elther charge may, be pro~ 
ceeded with. He elected to proceed 
with the second charge. 


The tetteebearing the demands was 
written on September 6, and signed 
by every defendant except Holling- 
worth, the second . engineer. When 
the letter was presented on the next 
day to the Captain, he communicated 
with the owners who refused the re- 
quests. On September 9 the Captaln 
saw a deputation from the men, who, 
after being uequainted with 
the owners’. reply, still — Insist- 
ed on thelr increase. An 
entry regarding this wus made 
in the log on the next day, and on 
September 10 Jt was read out to the 
crew. Hollingworth then joined with 
the crew.. ‘ 


READY FOR SEA 


The handling of cargo had been 
completed about 6 p.m. on Scptem- 
ber 9, and the ship was ready for séa 
on the next morning. On that morn- 
Ing the Captain went ashore after 
reading the entry in the log to the 
crew, whose attitude had not chang- 


After some discussion with the 
Assistant Harbour Master, the Board 
of Trade was communicated with, and 
when its reply, unfavourable to the 
men, was read out, four still refused 
to sall without a bonus, others were 
willing to sall with reservations, and 
the rest agreed unconditionally to 


sail. 
“ IN NO DANGER: 


“The prosecution contended 
there was not the slightest danger of 
the Severn Leigh being bombed -or 
otherwise attacked.

“The whole uttitude of the crew is 
cloaked under a. principle of not 
ussisting an ogfgressor nation. In 
reality it is used to exploit the situa- 
tion,” asserted Mr. King. 


QUESTION OF IMPORTANCE 


“On this case hinges the whole 
question of discipline on ships like 
the Severn Leigh. Should these 
men go unpunished, there is nothing 
to stop men on other ships coming 
to Hongkong from flouting orders 
and = muaking exorbitant demands, 
They can refuse to proceed from 
Hongkong secure: in the knowledge 
that they will not be punished. 

“TY ask that for the protection of 
this master ond masters of other 
ships that all the men be sent to 
Prison for on adequate term.” 


Mr. D. L. Strellett, appearing for 
the defence, expressed a hope that 
the political nspect of the sltuation 
be understood in the proper pers- 
pective. It wos clear that the de- 
fendants considered that they were 
asked to.face hardships and take 
risks which they had never contem- 
plated when they signed on, They 
would have been willing to do this 
for their own country, but to asi 
them to do it for a country for which 
they felt no sympathy was too 


much. 
HERE BY ACCIDENT 


The positlon of the men, too, in a 
tramp ship, was much different from 
the crews of passenger liners or of 
ships which made regular runs jn 
Chinese waters, These men were 
better informed on the situation and 
were able to sense just how abnor- 
mal the conditions were, but the 
Severn Leigh's crew, which found it- 
self in these waters by pure acci- 
dent of charter were at a loss. - 

They came into an alarming 
atmosphere {in Japan when they 
visited that country in July, and in 
Hongkong they saw vessels painting 
flags on their sides as precautions 
against attack. . 

They weresunder Japanese charter 
for four months, and did not know 
whether they would return to 
British waters during that tlme. 
Nobody troubled to Inform them 
about conditions out East, and the 
only information they could glean 
was from the newspapers, 

When they sent in their letter, they

NO CRIMINAL GUILT

into Canada was not mentioned 
by Happy, though it was dealt 
with by the union speakers.) - 

Overnight negotiations were 
broken off. 

David Croll, Minister of La- 
bour in the Hepburn Administra- 
tion, resigned, So did Attorney- 
Geveral Arthur Roebuck, and 
four less important officials. 

. Happy unearthed new and 
sinister threats to Canadian life. 
He proposed to’ raise a militia to 
deal with them, though the 
police should have been able to 
handle 4,000 strikers. He also 
appented to Earl Rowe, the lead- 
er of the Conservative Opposi- 
tion, to rally round the Govern- 
ment in repelling the ‘Red tide.” 

Earl Rowe refused. He rather 
approved of the men’s claims, 
and did not at all approve of 
Happy Hepburn either in the 
role of Destroyer or Saviour of 
Society. 

After sixteen days’ deadlock 
the strike ended, with shorter 
hours, higher wages and the re- 
cognition of the local union 
(which is affiliated to the C.1.0.). 


CXNICS said that Hep- 
burn was not fighting 
the automobile workers., any- 
way. If you raise the wages of 
motor-car makers the easy way 
to recoup is to raise the price of 
your particular motor-cars, 
But Ontario is more concerned 
with mining gold than making 
motor-cars—and you can’t raise 
the price of your particular 
gold.

Stoker George Mundy of . HLAMLS. 
Pandora was tried by Court. Martial 
on board ELMS, Tamar this morning 
on four charges of striking, absefee 
without leave, drunkenness tnd wear 
ing a superior officers” Jumper oa 
September 11, He pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to nine months’ 
detention, ferfelture of one good con- 
duct badge and one day's pay, 


The Court comprised: Capt, H. C. 
Phillips, H.MS. Suffolk (President), 
Capt. E, G. N. Rushbrooke, D.S.C., 
1h.M.S. Cumberland, Cmdr, it. M. 
Dick, D‘S.C.. H.M.S, Dainty, Cmdr. 
J. RL ON. ‘fuylor, ELMS. Delight, 
Cmdr. P. S, Smith, H.M.S. Suffoli, 
Pay.-Cmdr. H. G. Oswin, H.M.S. 
Tamar, (Deputy Judge Advocate). 


The Prisoner's Friend was: Licut. 
C. J. R. Cave, HuMLS. Pandora. and 
the Prosecuting Oifcer was Cmdr, 
Cc.

The charges were: that accused im- 
properly teft his place of accommoda- 
tion, Fleet Accommodation Building,

After the reading of the clrcum- 
stantial letter accused pleaded guilty 
and, in mitigation, his defending 
officer read a statement to the effect 
that accused had been drinking whisky 
on the night in question, Thts was 
not his usual drink and he became 
very drunk. He got out of a rick~ 
shaw at the Fleet Accommodation 
Bullding when he was not fully re- 
sponsible for, nor aware of, his 
actions. Seeing the Stoker Petty 
Officer in that condition brought to n 
head the feeling of resentment he 
had over two previous incidents. One 
was a slight disturbance at the 
Pandora’s dance in which he was In- 
volved, and the other was a parade 


which accused had forgotten to nt~ 


tend and for which he had been put 
on report. , He did not bear the Chief 
Stoker any malice but became de- 
spondent over the Incidents and had 
some drinks to get out of this frame 
of mind. He was extremely sorry 
for his breuches of discipline and for 
the striking and usked for leniency 
ns he had borne a good character for 
five years and was at the beginning 
of his Service career.

Fisherman Tells 
Of. Robbery 


How an Aberdeen ‘fish dealer was 
threatened with a revolver and robbed 
of $000, a gold watch chain with three 
Amerlean gold coins and a jade ond 
gold appendage in Des Vocux Rond 
Central, near Cleverly Street, in the 
early hours of August 1, was related 
nt the Criminal Sessions this morn- 
ing, when Law Yan, alas Law Yan- 
kwal, aged 29, unemployed, was 
charged before Mr. Justice R. E 
Lindsell with the crime. . 


Accused pleaded not guilty, and the 
following Jury was empanelied: 
Messrs, L. Z. Marques (Foreman), 
Tse. Shau-ping, C. L, Santos, H. Way, 
S. D. Louvy, D, Tollan and Wong 
Sik-kuen,. . 


Mr. M. J, Abbott, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, said that on the evening on 
July 31, Lau Sing, the victim, met 
two frlends, Lung Ping-lam and Lam 
Yau at No. 14 Wing Kat Street, where 
they played cards until 3.30 am. 


On leaving, they walked enst along 
Des Vocux Read, aus Lau intended to 
hire a car to take him home. When 
they arrived at the junction of 
Cleverly Street, two men suddenly 
appeared round the corner and held 
them up. At the same time, one of 
the robbers flred a shot, and this 
caused Lam and Lung to flee, Lam 
ran nucross Des*Vocux Road, and felt 
a pain In his groin, which later turned 
out to be a bullet wound. He ran 
Into a boarding house, from where 
he telephoned the Police. 

Meanwhile, the two robbers had 
caught hold’ of Lau Sing, One of 
them ripped his outer jacket open and 
snatched the gold chain. The other 
man then sald, “Stull won't give?” at 
the same time threatening him with a 
revolver. Lau took this to mean that 
he should deliver up his money, and 
indicated his pocket. The robber 
thrust -his hand inside and toolc 
several weds of notes, which amount- 
ed to $000. ‘. 

The robbers then fled, at the same 
time Nring a warning shot. A street 
sleeper, Mak Tim, was struck by the 
bullet in the wrist. . 

“On August 6, certain information 
was received by the Police, as a result. 
of which accused was arrested in 
Portlund Street, Yaumati. On being 
searched, the gold and Jade append- 
age and one of the American gold 
coins were found in his possession. 

Accused was subsequently charged, 
and in reply, he sald: Ah Chan asked 
me.to go with him, I did not obtain 
so much moncy.” 

The case is proceeding.

Folson Prison, Cal., Sept. 10. 

An abortive break by seven con- 
victs, armed with wooden guns and 
home-made knives, occurred to-day.

Ryan was also stabbed 
six times, mostly in the back, H. EL 
Martin, another guard, wns stabbed 
to death, and James Kearns, guard, 
was wounded, . 

Guards shot to death Clyde Stevens, 
serving oa life term, and Bennie 
Kuchorski, wounding five others, 
Stevens allegedly engincered the 1935 
break from San Quentin.—United 
Press. .
